Council Clears Air With Rescue 
Squad, Gives Raise To Firemen 


The Elba City Council 
postponed several items of 
business Tuesday night duetoa 
need for more information and 
a desire by several members 
to attend the Elba-New Brock- 
ton basketball game. The ef- 
fort was in vain as other mat- 
ters kept the group in ses- 
Sion until after 10:00 p.m. 

The council was fairly filled 
as the meeting began, but as 
matters were discussed and 
settled, the group thinned to 
4 point where the only per- 
sons present other than city 
Officials were reporters from 
THE ELBA CLIPPER and THE 
DAILY LEDGER. 

The only business taking 
place during this time was a 
vote not to sack the parking 
meters during December, Dur- 
ing the past several years, the 
council has voted to sack the 
meters for this thirty-day per 
lod. Councilmen discussing 
the matter noted that in past 
years, they had received com- 
plaints from merchants and 
customers who couldn't find a 
place to park Councilmen 
present all voted in favor of 
leaving the meters in opera 
tion Councilman Ronnie 
Vaughan had been celled to 
the local hospital to donate a 
pint of his rare blood and was 
not present for the vote. He 
noted on his return that he 
would have voted against the 
council action and against any- 
thing favoring parking meters

Also 
the council voted to pay the 
repair cost on the fire. 
chief's radio and purchase a 
new fireman’s coat and hat 
for the chief. 

The Pea River boat ramp 
was discussed with Prescott 
reporting that the state high- 
way department was unable 
40 clean the area. Mayor 
Sam Sawyer noted that city 
crews could do this and also 


utilize the sand it removes. 
He said it would be a couple 
of weeks before this could 
be done. 


Councilman Ben Carpenter 
inade a motion that a report 
be made at each council meet- 
ing on any new employee hired 
and working for the City. This 
was quickly approved. 

Councilman Charles Ellis 
made a motion to pay the cur- 
rent bills, totaling $7,009.99, 
This was quickly approved, 


Police Chief Johnston re- 
ported on the status of six 
applications for federal grants, 
He said one of them Elba would 
definitely get; two others he 
had been assured would be ap- 
proved and the other three he 
still had hopes for getting. 


RESCUE SQUAD 
INCOME FALLS SHORT 


The Elba Rescue Squad re- 
ceived $662.03 from rescue 
runs and,donations during the 
months of August and Septem- 
ber. This included $70 for 
furnishing a unit at the races 
in Kinston and a donation of 
$100 from the Study Club. 

During this same period, 
Captain Bill Hurd reported ex- 
penses of $1,360.03. He said 
only about 16% of the people 
being moved by the rescue 
Squad ever paid their bills. 
The rescue squad can’t, at 
present, make a person pay 
this charge. 


Two Arrested For 
House Shooting 


Wednesday afternoon 
Coffee County Sheriff Neil 
Grantham and Deputy Ray 
Norris arrested Perry 
Michael Morse and Cliff 
Goodson, and charged them 
in a Monday night shooting 
incident. 

According to law officers, 
several shots were fired into 
the home of Mr. Forrest Par- 
rish about 10:00 p.m. Monday 
evening. The shots went thr- 
ough the window and some shots 
from the shotguns hit the wall 
on the other side of the room. 
Most of the damage was con- 
fined to the outside of the 
house, around the window. 
There were no injuries. 

Officers announced that the 
two had been arrested and 
charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder, and also with 
shooting into an occupied dwel- 
ling. 

According to the officers, 
they have two empty hulls from 
a 12-gauge shotgun and one 
from a 410 shotgun. Also, 
they have the two weapons al- 


leged to have been used in the 
shooting. 

The shooting stemmed from 
an automobile accident which 
happened several months ago 
when one person was charged 
with DWI, according to infor- 
mation assembled by the sh- 
eriff's department. Both 
those charged live in the Vic- 
toria Community, as does Mr.

Planner 


Miss Debbie Lindsey, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Lindsey, of Elba, 


was recently employed as the 
Mental Health Planner for the 
Southeast Alabama Health 
Systems Agency. This new 
agency, with offices in Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, will serve 
a seventeen county area, and 
replaces two areawide health 
planning agencies. 

In addition to the responsi— 
bility of developing and im- 
plementing an areawide health 
plan and reviewing and 
approving areawide health 
projects, the staff of the new 
agency must provide techni- 
cal assistance to the health 
organizations and irstitutions 
within the area. Miss Lindsey, 
along with the other staff 
members -who have been 
carefully selected over the 
past seven years, has become 
“a part of one of the most 
highly skilled health teams in 
the state of Alabama. It is 
the mission of this team to 
develop a _ health system 
across the area which will 
eliminate gaps in health ser- 
vices and provide better health 
care for all the people in this 
area. 

Most of the agency’s ap- 
proximately one million dol- 
lar annual budget will be used 
as Start-up funds to develop 
programs in underserved 
health areas. It will also be 
tha_responsibility of the staff 
to keep up with ‘‘What’s hot 
in Washington’, to take ad- 
vantage. of any funds that 
might be brought intothe area. 
They must also provide staff 
support to the H.S.A. Council 
which approves the expendi- 
tures of all health projects in 
the area. 

Miss Lindsey is a grad- 
uate of Elba City Schools and 
has a B.A. Degree from Au- 
burn University in Psy- 


chology. She is continuing to . 


work on her Masters in Psy- 
chology at Auburn University 
at Montgomery, where she is 
a member of the staff.

Obviously this is more gov- 
ernment that we need or want, 
and certainly more govern- 
ment than we are Willing to 
pay for

“IT couldn’t swallow a thing.’’ 
she recalls, ‘‘not even the 
Saliva in my mouth.’’ Thus, 
she almost starved to death 
because of her inability to 
eat and whitered down to 75 
Ibs. before her illness was 
diagnosed. 

In the beginning doctors told 
her that her condition was due 
to nervousness. But, it re- 
mained for Drs. Donald Brice 
and Glen Clark of, Dothan to 
start her on the road back to 
health. Diagnosis: Mali nant 
cancer. Mrs. Harpe said she 
was not even frightened when 
the doctors told her she had 
a malignancy. 

The first thing they did 
was to make an opening in 
her stomach so she could be 


fed liquified nourishment. Siw 
has not had a bite of sulid 
food since her ordeal began 
But she has hope and faith! 

She was then refered to a 
Birmingham doctor, who re- 
commended further surgery 
Blithely, ‘she recalls, *‘I aj- 
ready had faith in the Lord, 
and I put faith in my doctor."’ 

At the University Hospital 
in Birmingham, after several 
cobalt treatments, the doct- 
ors performed a tracheotomy 
and removed everything inher 
throat, from the back of her 
tongue to the uppermost part 
of the chest. 

Then the surgeons mapped 
a plan to rebuild the vital 
area which were removed by 
Surgery. There followed a 
Series of hospital visits pun- 
ctuated with operations to re- 
build the throat and esophagus. 
Then came the skin grafts. 
' Through it all she smiled 
and kept faith. She and her 
granddaughter last April hiked 
the entire 12-mile trek at the 
walkathon for the Cancer Cru- 
Sade in Abbeville. She col- 
lected $100 along the way. 
What an inspiration! 

I met this remarkable wo- 
man last week when she share 
a room with my _ cousin,j 
Miriam Hicks, who was un- 
dergoing diagnostic tests at 
the University Hospital. Mrs. 
Harpe’s family consists of a 
loving husband, two children, 
Mrs. Thomas (Elizabeth) 
Starling and Jess Harpe and 


four adoring grandchildren 
She also has a wonderful sis- 
ter who lives at Headland, 
Mrs. Virginia E spy 

The ordeal is not over 
There are several more op- 
erations scheduled. But this 
gutsy, giant of awomanstands 
tall in courage and faith. She 
told me she would love to cor- 
respond with anyone with a 
Similar medical problem and 
hastens to add that her pro- 
gress has been due, ina large 
way, to the voluntary contri- 
butions made to cancer re- 
Search. This, she believes, 
has enabled the medical pro- 
fession to reverse today wha 
seemed yesterday to be in- 
Surmountable odds, 

Also, she has a device that 
resembles a small plastic 
tube, which looks likea drink- 
ing straw and she inserts it 
between her tongue and lip 
and that enables her to speak, 
even over the telephone! It is 
battery operated and manu- 
factured by the Cooper-Rand 
Company. Although she didnot 
use it for quite a while, she 
is self-taught in its operation. 
God love ya, honey!

We would take peaceful 
rides along Allendale Road 
and throughout the Rosemont 
section, where the most beau- 
tiful homes in Montgomery 
were located then. She would 
choose suitable Spots and we 
would sit under the trees in 
various locations around the 
city and simply meditate, 
These were the short, but 
memorable years and those 
days are gone forever,

I'M REMINDED of another 
heart researcher, Dr. David Krit 
chevsky of Philadelphia's Wistar 
Institute. who has said all along 
he'd “rather have cholesterol in 
the blood where he can watch it" 
than have it disappear into tissue 
or heaven knows where 

Dr. Steinberg described his view 
as “frankly a speculative one" at 
the 170th national meeting of the 
American Chemical Society. But 
his idea has stirred a great deal of 
interest in the medical profession 

STATISTICALLY, you see, less 
than half of the excess mortality 
from coronary atherosclerosis can 
be ascribed to high levels of fats in 
the blood.

In my opinion, most physicians

Jobless To 
Take Training 


Long - term claimants 
of unemployment benefits may 
be required to take job train- 
ing or be disqualified. As re- 
quired by federal'law, the Al- 
abama Department of Indust- 
rial Relations is taking a 
closer look at the eligibility 
of persons drawing federal 
supplemental benefits (FSB) 

FSB is an emergency pro- 
gram, totally funded from fed- 
eral sources, which was im- 
plemented in Alabama last 
January. Benefits are paid to 
jobless workers who have ex- 
hausted their benefits under 
the regular state program. 
Many of the FSB claimants 
have exhausted their benefits 
under the regular state pro- 
gram. Many of the FSBclaim- 
ants have been unemployed for 
40 weeks or more 

‘*We need to help the long- 
term unemployed get back into 
the productive labor market,”’ 
comments Tom J. Ventress, 
director of the Alabama De- 
partment of Industrial Rela- 
tions. ‘‘We are concerned that 
some of these people who have 
been out of work for nine or 
ten months may heave no strong 
attachment to the labor 
force.’’ Alabama currently 
has some 13,000 jobless work- 
ers drawing assistance under 
the FSB program. 

This week the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Agency of 
the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations is be- 
ginning an intensive screen- 
ing program. Interviewers 
will try to determine whether 
claimants can benefit from 
job training. Likely candi- 
dates will be referred to the 
State Employment Service 
for placement in a training 
program. 

Ventress said training is 
indicated for those persons 
who lack a marketable job 
skill, individuals whose skills 
are obsolete, and those whose 
ability to compete for open- 
ings will be improved by 
broadening or upgrading 


existing skills. Claimants may 
be disqualified for refusing 
to accept employment or for 
refusing to accept job train- 
ing

Get Rid Of 


Bald Tires 
Says Dothard 


“Bald, worn and unsafe 
tires create a hazardous sit- 
uation and will not be allowed 
on the public highways of this 
State,"’ said Colonel E. C. 
Dothard, Department of Public 
Safety Director. 

Under the provisions of 
a new law enacted by the Leg- 
islature, tires with a tread 
depth of less than 2/32 of an 
inch, those with any exposed 
ply or cord, those with bumps, 
bulges or separations, or 
those with cracks or cuts 
are unsafe. A person oper- 
ating a motor vehicle with 
tires of this nature is liable 
for a fine of up to $100 and 
up to ten days in jail. 

Other tires which may not 
be used on public highways 
are those marked ‘‘not for 
highway use,’’ ‘“‘for racing 
purposes only’’, ‘‘unsafe for 
highway use,’’ or similar 
phrases. 

“Good tires are of pri- 
mary importance in the safe 
operation of any’ vehicle,”’ 
Colonel Dothard said. ‘‘They 
improve the handling charact- 
eristics of the vehicle, are 
less likely to blow out, and

terraces. It is important to 
keep good flow capacity in 
the channel 

Another big problem last 
spring's rain pointed out is 
the stopped-up outlets. Plow 
these outlets out clean and 
keep a close eye on them 
through the winter and then 
next spring, open them again 
if needed. Also, paint some 
kind of winter cover behind 
your peanuts and soybeams 
The residue from these crops 
are not plentiful enough to 
cover and protect the soil. 
Remember, the residue from 
the winter cover can help 
conserve moisture for next 
spring’s growth and it adds 
organic matter to the soil so 
small grains can be valuable 
in many ways. 

Now is the time to pre- 
pare for heavy rains, if they 
do not come - - all the bet- 
ter - - but if they do - - 
then you will not be ‘‘caught 
with your terraces down."’
